Doug Owens first discussed about the preamble. He indicated that I have to afford patentable 
weight to the limitations in the preamble, such as how the "pair of symbols" were obtained, since 
the body of the claim uses the word "said" before the phrase "pair of symbols" and thus the body 
of the claim reciting "pair of symbols" does not stand alone. I responded indicating that the 
word said in the body is merely referencing the phrase "pair of symbols" from the preamble and 
thus avoiding 1 12 antecedent basis issue. The words such as pair and symbol are able to stand 
alone since I can look them up in a dictionary. The further limitation provided by the applicant 
of what a "pair of symbols" means such as how the pair of symbols were obtained has to be in 
the body of the claim for it to be afforded patentable weight. 

He indicated if he claimed a blade that cuts ham and then described the blade and then someone 
else claimed a blade that cuts glass and described the same blade, then the preamble of ham or 
glass is not afforded patentable weight. I indicated that a pair of symbols is obtained in a 
particular way in the preamble while someone else can obtain a pair of symbols in a different 
way (from what the applicant has in the preamble) and put that in the preamble and the applicant 
and someone else both have the same remaining body of the claim. Thus, just like ham or glass 
is not afforded patentable weight in his example, how the pair of symbols is obtained, as defined 
in applicant's preamble, is not afforded patentable weight in this case. 

He asked if I would consider the limitation from the preamble if he put the limitation from the 
preamble in the body of the claim with a wherein clause. I said yes. He said that that was "the 
most asinine answer" he has ever heard. 

Then he discussed about duplicating antennas. He said that just because there is an antenna does 
not mean it can be duplicated. I said it is common knowledge to be able to duplicate antennas. 

Then he asked why I made the action final. I indicated that applicant's amendment necessitated 
that the action be made final. 

I talked to my primary examiner who has been signing my cases, Emmanuel Bayard, about the 
preamble issue. The primary examiner did not agree with the applicant's position either. I told 
the applicant that even if I agreed with his position (which I do not), the primary still has to agree 
with the applicant's position (which he does not). Doug said it is not worth his time fighting it.
